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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner respectfully points out that Applicant's 
arguments are not persuasive. With regards to Applicant's argument that applied prior art reference to Sugama (US Pub 2002/0118907) 
fails to teach a plurality of lenses formed on a bottom claddign layer, it is respectfully submitted that Applicant misconstrued Examiner's 
prior art rejection. Examiner never indicates that element 2 of Figure 12 in Sugama is a lens or that it is formed on a bottom cladding 
layer. A careful review of Examiner's rejection of claim 1 would indicate that element 4 of Figure 12 is indicated as a plurality of lenses, 
whereas a similar review of Examiner's rejection of claim 2 would indicate that element 2 is the bottom cladding layer for which the 
plurality of lenses are formed. Thus, Sugama does teach a plurality of lenses (4) formed on a bottom cladding layer (2), as indicated in 
paragraph 168 of Sugama and further submitted in Applicant's remarks. With regards to Applicant's argument that Sugama fails to teach 
that the channels contain a curved section, Examiner respectfully asserts that this argument is erroneous. In paragraph 172, Sugama 
teaches that the channels are bent, which implies a measure of curvature. Although the bend is approximately perpendicular, bending 
invariably yields some degree of curvature, and in fact, even a perfectly perpendicular bend an reasonably be interpretted as a curve, 
since the channel is no longer linear. Furthermore, page 8 of Applicant's own disclosure teaches that the curved section follows a turn of 
approximately 90 degrees, which indicates that even Applicant interprets a perpendicular bend as a curved section. With regards to 
Applicant's argument that Sugama fails to teach that the curved section is exposed to ambient air, Examiner respectfully submits that this 
argument is in error. Sugama teaches this limitation in paragraph 83. For the above reasons, Examiner maintains the Final Rejection is 
proper.. 
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
